Thing that makes a Show, however trifling 
and ſuperficial ; or the latter, with all the 
antick Poſtures of a Merry-andrew, whiſt- 
ling an Halian Sonata. It's for want of be- 
ing better inſtructed, that our Paſſions are 
ſo apt to blind us, and Temptations ſo oft 
lead us aſtray; and we are ſeduced into a 
Behaviour, which, in our more ſerious Hours 
we muſt condemn.
